To accomplish satisfactory results, it is essential that the directions given below be 
carefully read and followed. It is most important that the surface to be painted should 
be thoroughly dry and seasoned— green or sappy lumber is not fit to be painted, and it 
is simply a waste of time and money to attempt to apply anything over it that will 
stay. Where there is moisture in the wood it is sure to be vaporized and drawn to the 
surface by the heat of the sun, and, as a natural consequence, the paint will peel off. 
Do not paint immediately after a frost or rain storm— allow time for the moisture to 
dry out. , 



Directions. 

See that the surface is dry and well seasoned. 
Shellac all knots. 

For the first, or priming coat, thin the "Best" Prepared with about |5% of pure 
linseed oil. 

Keep the paint of equal consistency by stirring well from the bottom with a broad 
paddle. 

Rub out well under the brush. Do not flow on and smooth off, as recommended by 
manufacturers of cheap " enamel " and " gloss " paints. Such goods are devoid of 
body and will not stand rubbing out. 

Sufficient importance is rarely given to the question of priming, most consumers 
entertaining the idea that anything is good enough for first coat. This is a great mis- 
take. In our opinion the priming coat is one of the most important parts of painting, 
for, if a good foundation is obtained, subsequent coats will be held firm and solid 

For the second coat, apply as found in package. 

For the third coat, it is better to thin with about 20% of pure linseed oil. 

New work should receive at least two coats, in addition to priming. 

Old, or weather-beaten surfaces, require the addition of more oil than new work. 

No definite rule can be established to estimate the amount of paint required for a 
given surface, but, on smooth or fair surfaces, one gallon will cover 300 square feet, 
two coats. 




NOTE. 



Inside White contains a large percentage of Spirits of Turpentine (Linseed Oil 
when used in white on inside work will turn yellow), and consequently is thinner and 
possesses less body than Outside White or the tints. Over dark surfaces, it is best, 
therefore, to first apply one or more coats of Outside White and finish with a coat of 
Inside White. 

Inside Pink is a delicate shade intended only for inside, and should never be used 
on outside or exposed work as it will fade. 

English Vermilion will wear better and hold its color longer if protected with a 
coat of durable varnish.
